sion that the lirst teeth are only tem- 
porary, and i: iral that they 
should decay. It is now known, how- 
ever, that ,'th, if allowed to 
decay, become the habitation of the 
foulest, bacteria, and it is already 
conjectured i hat this is a frequent 
cause of dyphtheria and kindred dis- 
eases which attack little children more 
virulently than they do adults. 

It is ihe greatest mistake t<> allow 
a child Io hi' careless about his teeth. 
Prom the moment a child is born his 
mouth should be washed out dailv or 
semi-daily with cold water, ami as 
soon as teeth appear a soft baby brush 
should be used. When the child is 
able to use a brush for himself he 
should be taught to brush' his teeth 
at the back as well as in front, for the 
foulest secretions of tartar, which 
causes the decay of the teeth, usually 
tint! a resting-place al tl of the 

teeth. 

Any spot of decay in a child's teeth 
should be promptly attended to, clean- 
ed out and tilled wilh some soft cement 
io arrest its growth. There is proba- 
bly no more fruitful cause <<{ disease of 
the throat and stomach than foul teeth 
in childhood. Clear cold water and a 
brush are all tfa old needs for 

his teeth re oilarlv. Once a week the 
teeth should be scrubbed out thoi 
ly w ith white i iap and 

a brush. The soap tends, it is 
said, to destroy any animaleuhe, but 
ii should not he used oftener. as it 
causes I he enamel to turn yell

I" the Institution here. JHe knew his 

i '• e's and could read newspapers, 

but was unable to do any writing 

whatever. He could speak as chil- 
dren of that age (8) can speak. He 

was placed in the primary class ami 
required to spend one hour daily in 
the articulation class. In the latter 
class he made no headway, but in the 

primary class of the sign system it 
was quite the contrary. The Institu- 
tion then v iss:i) had only si\ elasses 
in the deaf-mute department. The 
I was taught by Prof. W. W. 
Brenamen, and Prof. Williams taught 
the lowest, as now he does. During 
the writer's si\ and three-fourth's 
years Stay at the Institution, be was 
required to spend from one hour U± 
one hour and a half in the articula- 
tion class. I lis teachers claimed that 
he "did well," bul, Io 1 when he went 
home at the close of each session, and 
especially at the close of his first and 
Seoond sessions, hi' was unable to 
articulate clearly and make himself 
understood without trouble, and often 
tin- pad and pencil had to be brought 
into use by him. A- vacation wore 
on, however, il became easier to talk.- 
This was the ease every yeai — say, 

about an average of two hours daily 
during his stay at school — bein 

benefit to him, it rather did him con- 
siderable harm, inasmuch as the me- 
thods and sounds taught by the oral- 
ists, and understood by them only 
simply because the same sounds had 
become familiar to them, were entire* 
ly unfamiliar and unintelligible to 
persons outside of the class-rooms. 

Here at our Institution the com- 
bined system is still used. Hut success 
in the articulation classes is way out 
Of sioju. It would be nothing but a 
genuine miracle if any articulation 
teacher on the face of the globe turns 
OUl a pupil who can converse clearly 
and understand what is said by any
